TRANSPORTATION  TOKENS 


The  listing  of  transportation  tokens  that  follows  presents  the  collector  with  a unique  opportunity  to  add 
many  scarce  and  rare  tokens  to  his  collection.  I do  not  believe  that  such  an  extensive  selection  has  been  of- 
fered at  auction  in  many  years. 

I have  always  thought  that  transportation  tokens  were  among  the  most  undervalued  of  the  popular  token 
series.  A few  years  ago,  when  Duane  Feisel  sold  his  collection  and  was  asking  ten  times  catalogue  value,  many 
would-be  buyers  balked  at  such  high  prices.  Today,  such  a multiple  is  considered  cheap  for  most  census 
pieces;  witness  the  prices  in  the  20-30x  catalogue  range  we  obtained  for  many  of  the  pieces  in  the  Fuld  Mary- 
land collection.  Many  of  the  tokens  that  follow  are  making  their  auction  appearance  for  the  first  time  in 
decades.  I would  encourage  serious  collectors  to  bid  generously  for  their  favorite  pieces  as  this  may  be  the 
only  time  they  will  be  available  until  the  distant  future.  Of  course,  your  bid  will  be  reduced  to  1 0%  over  the 
second  high  bid.
